not get tired. They talk to one an-
other during their fifteen minutes'

morning and afternoon, and they
talk to other operators in the intorvals
ol business, yet they are not tired. I
sometimes wish they were. 1 think
you mty put it down as certain that
il a girl docs not get voiceless alter
four years ot steady talking, she may
bo relied upon to hold out. I have
scou the notice about the girl that lost
her voice, but, judging trom my own
experience, I should infer that she
must have had some other cause than
the use ol tho telephone. Our girls
begin at 8, and keep it up all day.'7

Startiug out
with- the announcement that the
sourts opinion seems to have been
l'onuded upon grounoV entirely too
narrow and artificial, be applies him-

self olosely to proving that the intent
of the thifliwuth auieotluiuBt was to
live to Longr-Ja- t full power to legislate
tor the enforcement ot all rights grant
ed to the negro under that amend-
ment. Ia his study of the legisla
lion wuHjn ' preceded the war.
and of the advancement oi
the negro raco to the oondition of per-
fect citizenship, the justice rovaala i
broad appreciation ot the movement
towards universal citizenship, and ot
the desire of the people to all
olstaoles from the oivil pathway ol the
enfranchised negro. His argument is
one wuien appeals purely to the lecal
mind, but it is marked by a statesman
like view ot the whole question, and
concludes as follows:

"My brethron say. that when ! man
was emerged from thiveiy, and by the
aid of beneficent legislation has shak-
en off the inseparable concomitants ol
that state, there must be some stage
in the progress of his nlovation when
he takes the rank of a mere citizen,
and ceases to bt a tpeoial favorite of
the laws, and when his rights as a n

or a did, aro to be protdotcd io
the ordinary modes by whioh other
men's rights aro proteoted. It is, I
submit, scarcely just to say that the
colored race has been the ooial fa-

vorite of the laws. What the nation,
through Congress, has sought to ac-
complish in reference to that race, is
what ' bad already been ' done
in every State of the Union for
the white raoc to secure aod
protcot rights belonging to them
as freemen and citizens, nothing more.
The one underlying purpose of Con-
gressional legislation bat been to ena-
ble the black race to take the rank of
mere oitiiens. The difficulty has been
to compel a recognition of their legal
right to take that rank, and to secure
the enjoyment of privileges bolonging,
under the law, to tbem as aeoniponent
psrt ot tlis peoplo lor whose welfare
and happiness government is ordained
At every step in this dircotion the na-
tion has been confronted with class
tyranny, which a contemporary

historian says, is, ol all tyran-
nies, the must intolerable, 'for it is
ubiquitous in its operation, and weighs
perhaps most heavily on tbose whoso
obtnurityor distance would withdraw
them from the notioa Ot a sinplo des
pot,' To day, it is the "colored rice
which is denied by corporations and
individuals wielding public au'hority,
rights fundamental in their freedom
and citizenship. At so ids future time it
may bo some other raoe that will fall
under the ban. If the constitutional
amendments bt enforood according to
the intont with which as I eonceive
they were adopted, there oannot be io
this republic any class of human be-
ings in praotiotl subjection to
class, willpower io the latter to dole
out to the former just tush privileges
as they may choose to arant. The
supreme law of th land hss decreed
that no authority shall be exeroiscd in
this oountry upon the basis of discrim-
ination in respect of eivil rizhts,
against freemen and citizens because
of their race, eolor or previous condi
tion oi servitude.

Died At bit residence in this
eonnty, on November 15, 1883, Qon.
Lewis G. Garrett, aged toventy-sove- n

years.
General Garrett was a native of

lennessee, but removed in his boy
hood with his parents to Huntsville,
Ala , where ne grew to maturity, tie
served as a volunteer in 1836 against
the Indians in the Florida war. In
1838 he becatno one ot the mana-
gers and proprietors of the Frank-
lin Hotel in Tuscumbia, Alulnmi
After a few years he retired from
the hotel business and engaged in
farming. He moved to Arkansaw in
December, 1850, and settled on the
Arkansaw river. He oontinucd
to reside in the tame vioiniiy from
tlipt lime until bit death, gave a
period of three years, during which he
resided in Tcias in the latter part ot
the war. lie was a prominent and
honored eitizen, was eminently suc-
cessful as a planter, aud had survived
to us as a genuine type of the chival-
rous Southern landlord of the olden
times. In 1839 General Garrett was
married to tho accomplished lady who
is now icit a widow to mourn his loss.
By energy and industry he bad accu-
mulated a bandsomo estate and hit
death it the memorial of one of the
old land marks of the Arkansaw val
ley.
